Tho warrant was 
ieaued by Judge Velaeciucz and tbo charge 
is abuse of oitizona of this plaoe. 



Bkkltn, Fob. 16,— The victory of the 
silver men in the Beiohatag to-duy was no 
surprise. Count Mirbaoh, tho agrarian and 
bi-metalliat leader, had aoourod 210 elgna- 
turea to hia motion for an international 
money oonferenoe and the rehabilitation of 
silver. Therefore he opened tho debate 
with tho certainty of a largo majority. 
Among ,'.bo algners was Prince Aloxcnder 
of Hohenloho, tho ohancollor's son and the 
chief of his private bureau in tlio chancel 
ory. He liad not aasooiatod himself bo' 
fore with tho bi motalllst agitation. Ho 
probably felt, as did many other signers who 
had no active interest in tho silver iseuo, 
that the motion would do no harm and that 
some good might arise from a renewal of tho 
b:ittloof tho standards. The heavy apeak 
era iu the heated two days' debate 
were drawn from the Conaervo 
tive, National Liberal and Clerical 
ranks. They held the attention of the houae 
from the beginning. The benolies were not 
tilled, but ail who \7ore (present displayed 
such intense interest as has nob been evolved 
by any, other disottsaioD of the aession. 

Count) Mirbaoh opeBed the case for the 
silver men in impoifng style. He is a good 
speaker and bad hla aubieot well in hand, 
aa for years he baa thought and talked only 
bi-metaltiam and tariff. He quoted atntia- 
tica witbont end to prove the fall of pricea 
eince Germany adopted tho gold standard. 
Ho argued at great length to ehow 
that under mononiotalliam agriculture 
had gone from bad to worse in 
Kngland and Germany, and that 
the Eoglish exports to tho silver using 
countries had declined stesclily. Hia pleo 
for silver evoked frtquent expreaaiona of 
applauao from tho right and centre ; but as 
usual it left the radicals and social demo- 
crats on tho other side quite unmoved and 
unconvinced. 

Dr. Lieber, leader of the clorioale, defined 
the attitude of hia party and the neutral 
deputies in general. Ho said: "We be- 
lieve that tho present time is opportune in 
view of tho univoraal depreaaion of economic 
life to revive the international conaideration 
of tho problem affecting moat vitally the 
trade of tho world." The tenor of tho reat 
of bla remarks waa that he and his friends 
did not wish to retard any Inquiry which 
could do no harm and might aocompliah 
much good. 

Theiradlcala and aoolal-democratio apeak- 
era represented the gold men. They charged 
the aupporters of the motion with working 
for political and not economic ends. 

" This Is the agitation of the agrarian 
tariff people in another guise," said Theo- 
dore Bartb, of the Radical Union. " It la 
designed to deceive the peasants, to lead 
them to believe tbab tbe remedy for their 
preaant distreas la to be found not) in whole- 
aome revlaion of the land laws bbli In the 
adoption of a double atandard. Snob an 
agitation la doomed to fallnre. I do not 
deny that another oonferenoe Wt» the one 
in Brnsaola may be bronght together, bat 
the oonferenoe will reanlt in nothing aa it 
did in Brussels." 

In tho lobbioa tills evening tho chief topic 
waa Chanoollor Prince Hohenloho's cautioua 
atatoniont that he had no objection to open- 
ing negotiations for a money conference. 
Tho practical aignificance of hia aaeurance 
seeme to bo in doubt. Tho bi-metalliatg, 
however, certainly expect an early declalon 
from tho federal government empowering 
the Imperial chancellor to take atepa 
toward summoning a oonfcrenco. Pri- 
vately tho chancellor has declared him- 
self to be without blaa in tho matter 
and both mono-metalliats and bl-metallieta 
regard him as a rather slippery trimmer in 
tho conflict of the standards. The bl-metal- 
liata feel tbab tbey eanoot' rely upon hia 
initiative, and therefore' are determined to 
seize every opportnnlty in tbe reiohstag to 
etreogthen their demands for international 
action. Tbey will also organize a aeries of 
masa meetinga In Leipsio, Frankfort, 
Cologne, Dreaden and other commercial 
centres. The first of the meetings will be 
held here next Tuesday, 

The peralstenco of tho high tarifT and sil- 
ver ogitators of the Couoervativo party has 
forced tho Kmporor'a attention to economic 
Bubjocta. Ho la especially interested in the 
financial oxporiment making in tho United 
States, 08 was proved by his conver- 
sation with Ambaesaclor Kunyon at the 
oharity ball in tho Boyal opera houBO 
Wednesday evening. Immediately 
ofter entering ^the diplomatists' box 
His Majesty began addressing tho 
American ambassador questions concerning 
tho new gold loan and the sugar tarifT. In 
a rather loud tone he remarked that happily 
nothing had happened to disturb tho 
friendly relations between the United States 
and Germany. Tbe two great oonntrios 
were eo bound by commercial ties, be said, 
that they could not well be anything but 
friendly.

Beatltntlon Increaalngr In Newfoundland—

St. Johns, I<lfld,, Feb. 16.— Proolamatlons 
were laaued laab night annonnoing that byc- 
eleotiona will bn held In three diatrlcta on 

March 9 for mombora of tho Houae of Aa- 
Bombly. Thia dato was sot in compliance 
with the opposition demand that tho elec- 
tions be held before the opening of the fish- 
ing season. It will be impoasiblo, however, 
for a majority of the Vetera to take part in 
the elections owing to their preparations for 
the fishery season. Premier Whiteway, it 
ia expected, will conteat the Har- 
bor Graee diabriob; if be does not 
Robert Bond, colonial aeoretary, will 
be tbe candidate there. Tbe newly ap- 
pointed departmental offioera will contest 
the other vacancies. Premier WhItewayV 
candidacy will bo opposed by tbe Gonserva. 
tlves. A heavy fall of snow baa blookaded 
the railroads and highways of the interior. 
Tbe government is hopeful of obtaining a 
loan from the Imperial ministry. If not 
suooestfal within tho next ten days a depu- 
tation from tho government will be de- 
spatched to negotinte pereonally with the 
Imperial onthoritiss. The deititution in 
tho city is increasing. Between 5,000 and 
6,000 pcraona are now receiving relief. Tho 
government annonncea its intention of pro- 
ceeding with tho relief work next week.

Lllluokalani's Private Memoranda Said 
to Contain Dama^lDf? Evidence— 
Sixty-Five Trials So Far. 

Owner of the " Norma " Hot Allowed 
to Leave- U. 8. and Pearl 

Harbor. 

San Fuanci.sco, Feb. 16. — Advioea from 
Honolulu by tbe Oceanic Company's ateam- 
ahip Mariposa, bringing dates to February 
8, say that the moat damaging evidence 
againat ez-Queen Liliuokalanl ia her per- 
aonal diary, wbioh waa found in her resi- 
dence after her arreat. Whether thia will 
be introduced and made public at her trial 
will depend very much npon the oonraepur. 
auod by her oonnael in defending her case. 
The ez-Qneen recorded her thoughts, desires 
and impressions very freely, and if her 
diary could be published in full it would 
make interesting reading, not only to Haw 
aliana, but alao to people In the United 
Statea. 

The next oaaa to Im tried will be that of 
Jonah Kanionaole. He waa a prince under 
the monarohy, and was to be king in case 
the rebellion waa sncceasfui. The queen 
waa to abdioate in his favor, in order to keep 
Prinoeaa Kainltmi from tbo throne. This 
fact is well known by the English realdonts, 
who had but little sympathy for tho queen 
and her rebollloue adheronta. 

Up to date tho military court haa disposed 
of sixty-fivo cases. It convicted alxty-two 
men, ocquitttd tv/o, and one case, that of 
tho (jueen, is ponding. V. V. Abhford, John 
Cummins, John Wise, Capt. U^viea and 
John F, Bowlor have boon fonnd guilty of 
misprieon of troaaon. The latter waa the 
master of tbe steamer Waimanalo, which 
landed arma for the robels. The government 
haa liberated John S. Walker, Thomas Raw- 
Una and Henry S. Wintnn on their own ro- 
cognizancca, charged with ooneplracy. It is 
understood that a number of tho prisoners 
who have business interests were to bo lib- 
erated after tho departure of the Mariposa. 

0. C. Morenow, who takes a lively inter- 
est in Hawaiian affairs, recently wrote to 
Robert Wilooz, one of the oondemned rebel 
leaders, saying that he bad been assured by 
Senator Hawley and other prominent men 
that Cleveland and Willis were both ready 
to recognir.o the rebels if they were sucoosa- 
ful. 

F. D. Walker, owner of tho schooner 
Norma, which recently arrived with a cargo 
of salmon, has been refufled permission to 
leave the cnuntry, tho authorities holieving 
that tho Norma landed a largo supply of 
opium on ono of tho islands. W alker lodged 
a protest with tho British mluiater,and it is 
claimed that tho government bos no evid- 
ence at hand to implicate Walker. 

A well-defined rumor saya that Admiral 
Boardaleo haa inatructiona to raiso tho flag 
of tho United Statea over Pearl Harbor. It 
ia intimated that tho U. S. government will 
take poaaceelon of the harbor under guaran- 
teed treaty rights and virtually declare a 
protectorato over tho ialands. Admiral 
Beardslee la said to be vested with tho 
authority necessary to carry out tbe pro- 
gramme. 

On tbe steamer Au.itralla, leaving here on 
the '2'Ud inat., a number of men now under 
arrest; will be allowed to leave tho country, 
v.-lth the undoratanding that thoy cannot re- 
turn without tho permlaaion of tho govern- 
ment. In the meantime an act will bo 
pasEcd to prohibit their return. Among 
thoee who will bn allowed to leave will be 
James Brown, Fred Wundenberg, George 
Bitman, John White, Charles Creighton, 
E B. Thomoa andF. H. Redward. White 
and Ritman made tho dynamite aholla that 
woro to bo used by tho rebels ; Peterson and 
Creighton were liolh cal)inot oliicers at ono 
time, and Wundenburg was formerly post- 
master-general.

Ottawa, Feb. 16.— Every daily paper in 

Canada was represented by a corpa of cor- 
roapondonta waiting to-night for the oabinefc 
meeting to break up. Tho Council met at 
two o'clock and rose at balf-paab alz. Every 
minister waa present, Hon. Mr. Furgaaon 
coming up apeol.illy from Prince Edward 
Island. There was blank astonishment 
when tho Ptomior atatod that ho had no an- 
nouncement for tho prosB. Subsequently 
your cnrroapnndont learnod that Tuoa- 
day, February 26, had been fixed 
for the hearing of the appeal of 
the Catholics of Manitoba for remedial leg- 
latotian. 

J. Arsenault, of Prince Edward laland, 
was to-day called to the Senate, in room of 
Governor Howland. 

Your correspondent interviewed Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell to-day reapeoting the charge 
that the governmenb bad paid for a maas 
for tho repose of Sir John Thompson's soul. 
Tho Premier handed me tbe following ex- 
tract from a letter which bo had sent to 
Rov, Dr. Carman, general superintendent of 
tho Moihodiat church : "I notice that you 
havo written another letter oondomnlDg, in 
your uaual trenohant atyle, the govorn- 
mont for having done oortoin thinga which 
you regard as wrong — that is, pnying for 
masses for tho repose of tho soul of tho late 
Premier. I have spoken to Hon. Moaani. 
Haggart and Curran, two of tho committee 
of throe in charge of tho funeral arrange- 
ments, and they aay most positively that no 
such expense was incurred nor authorized, 
nor ia it intended to pay for such ser- 
vlcea. I ahould have boon pleased had you 
written frankly on this subject, so 
that you might have sived yourself 
from meting out condemnation where there 
was DO guilt. Tho government did pay a 
considerable amount for tho funeral at Hali- 
fax and elsewhere, but after what England 
had done it waa thought thia waa the least 
that Canada could do to honor the 
Premier."

AN OLD ENACTMENT. 

silver Men Kesnrrect a Blensnre by Which 
They Hope to BrluK About Free 
Coinage of Hilver. 

Wamiiinoton, Feb. 10. — An old law has 
boon diecovered upon the statute hooka by 
freo silver mon, which they declare givea 
them ground to hops that they oan bring 
about the coinage of silver In an Indirect 
way through the use of Mexloan dollars, 
Tho law was pasaed in 1857. andis flection 
3, S67 of the revised statutes. It is as fol- 
lows : 

'• Tho pieces commonly known as the 
nuartor, eighth and eixtcenth of tho Spanish 
iioll ir and of tho Mexican dollar shall be re- 
ceivable at tho treasury of tho United States 
anil its BBvcral oflices and its sever il poat- 
cilicea and land oHioes at the rates of valua- 
tion following : Tho fourth of a dollar, or 
piece of two rools, at 20 oents ; tho eighth of 
a dollar, or piece of one real at 10 cents, and 
tho oixtoenth of a dollar, or half real) at 5 
oontB. " 

Tho section following provides that tho 
ooioB shall not be reisaued from the treasury 
butaball bft reoolned Into United States 
colas. The law has neVer been repealed, 



and theailver men in congress asaert that it 
is poaaiblo to send tlia metal to Mexico for 
coinage, reimport it into tho United States 
and present it at tho troaaury. They aaaert 
that the validity of tho law is beyond ques- 
tion, and point lo tho statute rcaurreotod by 
Seoretnry Carlialo, which practicallv com- 
pels the treasury to redeem national bank 
notes in gold, as evidence that there are 
more lotrloaciea In the monetary system 
than have been realized.

Authoriziiig the Oorpomtion of the Oity 
of Victoria to Borrow the Sum of 
§120,000 in Anticipation of the Re- 
ceipt of its Beveiiue for the Year 
1895. 

WjiEitKAS by virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
1802, and Amending Acta, every municipality 
may under tho oonditlonn u:<atalned therein, 
borrow from any person such aum of monpy- 
notexoeedlrg, however, an amount oqual'ta. 
seventy-fire per oonU.oi: tho amount of taxes' 
collected during the previous year (1834) of tho. 
sum that wua levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, improvomcnta or real prop- 
erty In the municipality, and boaring uuoh rate 
of intercat as may bo requialto, to moot tho 
current legal oxpondlturo of tho Corporation, 
which becomes puyablo out of tho annual 
revenue before the revenue tor the year be> 
comes payable by the tax payers ;. 

And wHsmsAS seventh-five per cent, of tbe 
amount of taxes upon land, improvements or 
real property, collected during the year 1894, of 
tho sum that waa lovied that year by a general 
rate upon land, improvomenlsorreal property, 
waa ?121,3j0.13 ; 

And ^vIIKUK^,'1 to moot the current legal oz< 
pondlluro of tlio Corporation of the City of 
Victoria for tho year 1805, payable ont Of the 
annual revenue, before such revenue for such 
year becomes payable by the tax payers, it is 
requiaito for tho auld Corporation to borrow 
tho Bura of §120.000; 

'riiEitEKOHH: tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, enacts aa 
foUowB : 

Sec. 1. It Bhall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Viclorin by tho Mayor and tho 
Finance Committoo thereof, to borrow upon 
tlio credit of tho said Corporation from any 
person or peraona, firm or drma, corporation or 
corporationa who may bo willing to advance 
tho eamo, tho eum of $I20,IOO, in audi nmoucts 
and at euch limca aaaubjeot as horeinaf ter pro- 
vided the same may la the opinion of tbe 
Mayor and the Flnaaoe Committee of the 
CounoU be required, bearing Interest at a 
rate not oxcocdiug five per centum per annum. 

Sop. 2. Tho money ao borrowed ahall be ox- 
pcndod in defraying tho current legal cxpenaca 
of tho Bald Corporation for tho year 1895, and 
shall, together with iho intoreat thoroon, be 
re-payablo and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof, on or before the Slstday oC December, 
1895, ont of tho municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. 3. Tho amount ao borrowed and Intoroat

THE OBSTROCTIVES. 

lb ia very difficalb to imagine whab any 
one could possibly have to say In opposition 
to the proposal to extend tho time given to 
the Canada Western Railway Company to 
perform the oonditiona of iba charter. It ia 
10 evident that the Province would be bene 
fited by the oonatruction of the railway that 
no one bub the moat unprogreasive of ob 
■tructivea would plaoo anything in 
the way of putting tho company 
n a position to go on with 
tho enterprise as aoon as ib bad made the 
necessary preparationa. The Company aska 
for nothing but an extenaion of time. Ib 
does nob want a dollar from tho Province, 
No taxpayer in tho country will bo a single 
oenb the poorer when all that tho bill aska 
for ia allowed the Company. We are nob 
little anrptiaed that Mr. Williaina permit 
himself to oppoae the measure. The apeeoh 
he made has a very comical 
lemblance to the utterances that 
wore delivered by tho Jeremiahs 
of tho Dominion, aomo eighteen or twenty 
years ago, against going on with the con 
itrnotion of the Caaadlan Paolflo Railway, 
All that waa needed to make it identical 
with the jeremiads of the oppononts of what 
Ib now Canada's great railway was bho pro 
diction then so familiar to ail who kept 
themselves posted in thu politics of tho day 
Every one of the wailing prophets was sure 
to predict before he oonoiaded his doiefui 
diaeoarae : " The road will not earn 
enongh to greaae tho azlea of 
the oara." The senior member 
for the city of Vancouver, of all tho places 
in tho world, ahould have been careful of 
what he said reapeotini; the success of a rail 
way enterprise. If the hundredth part of 
what men of his calibre said about the fate 
of the Canadian Pacifio had turned out to bo 
trae, the oity of Vancouver wonld not to 
day have an existence, and Mr. Williams 
himself would now, inatoud of represent 
ing a progressive oity on the Paoifio ( !oast 
in tho Legialativo Aaaombly of a proaporous 
province, bo vegetating in some sleepy vil 
lage in Ontario. We hope that the gentle- 
man will live to be heartily ashamed of tho 
foolish speech he delivered agalnab granting 
an extenaion of time to the Canadian West 
em Railway Company. 

Mr. Cotton'a apcoch was, if poasiblo, more 
ttupid than that of bia colleague, lb was 
of ooarae addreaaed to the moat intolerant 
and the moat nnthinl(ing of the eteotora of 
Vanoonver City. We cannot thintc that he 
gave utterance to hia own oonviotiona. We 
bclievo it would have been bettor for him if 
ho had. Whon tho mombora of that ulasa 
have had time to think they wiilaoo that if the 
Canada Western oan be bnllt without bnr< 
dening the Provine too heavily the inhabit- 
anta of every part of It wiii be 
benefited. They cannot but see that a road 
that will develoo tho roaourooa of tho north 
era purt of the Provlnco will give a stimulus 
to indnatry in ovury other aootion, will give 
moro work to tho worlting man and moro 
buaiuoiiB to tho business man. Mr. Cotton, 
Ib aeema, baa yet to learn that it ia not 
alwaya wise to pander to prejadioe. 
DDho moBb ignorant in time beoonio enlight- 
ened, and prcjudiooa in favor of obstruction 
are nob infrequently exchanged for even 
atroDgcr prejudtoea in favor of progreaa. It 



Mr. Kellie has introduced a bill entitled 

" An act to rogulato the payment of wages." 
Tho object cf the moasure ia to put an end 
to a practice that has been found to be very 
Injurioua to tho interests of the miners and 
other workiogmen in the Kootenay coun- 
try. In that region men are often paid in 
"due bills" or time oheoka, and alao in 
ohfquea on American banks. In thab new 
country ib ia aomotimes dilliuult to convert 
this paper into cash. Small oapitaliata take 
advantage of bho ncccsaity of the men 
and make money by shaving their paper. 
Many of them cannot wait until their 
bills beoome due and they cannot wait until 
their ohequea on banks in Spokane and else- 
where oan bo Oishod. Tho griovanoo, wo 
are assured, ia a aerioua one, and one that 
ought to bo remedied at once if possible. 
Mr. Kollio appears to thick that his mea- 
sure will remedy the evil. Ib provides that 
no employer of labor can pay his men in 
anything but gold and silver coin, or bank 
notes or bills payable in tho Province. Sec- 
tion 2 of the bill reads as follows : 

No payment of wages (except goods or 
merchandise agreed npon between tho om< 
ploye and employer) ahali be made or 
ofiTered by any person for labor performed 
within the Province of British Columbia by 
any ohfque, order, time check, I.O.U., bill 
I f exchange, promiaaory note, or other un- 
dertaking other than gold or ailver our- 
roncy, or bank notea or billa drawn npon or 
payable at or within any place or locality 
nob within the Province of Britiah Col- 
umbia. 

If bhe bill is intended to prevenb an em- 
ployarpayingbismon in greenbaobs, wethink 
that tho section should bo amended so as to 
make American paper money as good as any 
other for the payment of wages. With this 
exception, we think the mesBure a good one 
and calculated to hotter tho condition of 
workingmen who aro situated aa regards 
their pay as are the Kootenay minora. 
Workingmen ahould not be forced to wait 
for their pay and they ahould nob be placed 
in anch a poaition that note ahavera oan have 
the opportnnity of pooketing a share of 
their hard earnings. 

THB ALASKA BOONDARY. 

tFho diacuBsion of boundary questions is 
generally exceedingly dry and most nnin 
viting. They are, nevertheless, often cf 
very great Importance. This province of 
Britiah Columbia, for inatance, may be 
benefited to a considerable extent If the 
boundary between it and Alaska is correct- 
ly defined according to the Treaty of 182.'! 
between Great Britain and Russia, or it may 
bo very materially injured if the proaent 
boundary is by authority made permanent. 

Ib aeema to be a myatery how the 
present line came to be drawn. It ia oer* 
talnly nob the one agreed upon 
by the Convention of 1826. It 
would appear that tho error baa arisen from 
a mistake made in tho name of a channel. 
Someone appears to have either intention- 
ally or inadvertently made a blunder, and 
others without talcing the trouble to inquire 
have followed in the track of the blunderer 
and conaeqnently the wrong boundary haa 
come to be generally accepted instead of 
tho right ono. 

There ia no dispute as to what is tho ox 
treme aoathera point of the territory of 
Alaska. It is Cepe Chacon, the 
aouthern extremity of Prince of Wales 
laland. From that point northwest 
there is a strait or channel which now goes 
by tho narao of lioliin Channel. Whou tho 
Treaty was drawn up thia ohannel appears 
bo have bad no name. On the mainland 
some fifty miles esse of Cape Chacon, there 
ia an inlet which now bears the name ot 
Portland Canal. Ib ia thia canal that has 
been subatitutod for tho strait that is situ 
uted butwecn Prince of Wales Island and 
tho Mainland. This accidental — us wo take 
it— calling a ohannel by a wrong name has 
been prejudicial to British Columbia, de- 
priving ibof a conaiderable extent of terri- 
tory, and, as Mr. Begg informed ua yesterday, 
of about ono hundred miles cf sou ooaab with 
ita harbors and tho ialanda adjuccnt thereto. 

When tho reader seoa tho text of the Con- 
vention he will, if he la unprejudiced, du- 
cido that our cheery of tho ch&nge of bound- 
ary ia the oorreob ono. Hero ib is : 

Tho line of demarcation between tho Poa- 
seaaions of tho High Contraotlng Parlies 
upon tho ooaab of the continent and the ia- 
landa of America to the nortbweat ahali be 
drawn In the manner followiog : 

CommaneinK at the aouthernmoat point of 
the laland called Prince of Waiea Island, 
which point lies In the parallel of 54 de- 
grees 40 minutes North Latitude, and 
between the 131at and 133rd degrees 
of Weat Longitude, Meridian of Greenwich, 
the said line shall extend to tho north along 
tho ohannel as far aa tho point of tho uon- 
tinonb whore it atrikos tho 50Lh degree of 
North Latitude ; from tha last mentioned 
point tho liuo of domurkation ohall follow 
the Bumr.ilt of the mountaiuu parallel to the 
coast, oto. 

It ahould bo romemberod thab tho waters 
of tho channel — which is nob named In tho 
treaty — wash Capo Chacon and ib runs north 
to latitude 66 and beyond it. There Is not 
a word about " east " in the definition, 
which would certainly bo tho case if the line 
was to run fifty miles oast boforo ib came 
to the "channel." Bealdoa, what ia now 
Portland Ganal does not run as tu 



north as latitude 56. Prom this ib ia evi- 
dent that Portland Canal oonid not poaaibly 
be the " ohannel ." mentioned In the treaty* 
It lanot singalir that the United Stahis 
in its oorreapondenoe aianmea that the orig- 
inal treaty contained tho words " Portland 
Canal," but ib ia mosb extraordinary that 
the DomlDionGovernment in its directions to 
its own officers made, the same aaaamption. 
No one neems to have taken the trouble to 
examine the original documontiuuruuriofind 
out how it defined tho lino of demarcation. 
Tho Dominion offioiala oeem to have followed 
sheep-llko in tho track of the Uaitod States 
diplomatiata. Luckily their stupidly or 
lazily copying the blunder of the 
pablio servants of the United States did not 
legarz ) what ia manifeatly an error. It ia 
not too late to oorreob the mistake thab has 
been made. Tho Government of Britiah 
Columbia has fortunately been wide awake 
in this mabter of the Alaska boundary 
line. I<i oontenda that the assumption that 
the words *' Portland Canal " are in tho 
original Treaty or Convention is entirely er- 
roneous and without authority to sustain It. 
A parliamentary paper before us aaya thia 
and adda " that from all tho information 
that Government can obtain, ib haa reaaon 
tn^olicvo that those words will not be 
Iflund in the original, or if there, the term 
has beoa misapplied." 

Wo trust that the tloverninent will not 
bt thia mutter drop but will keep it con 
tinually before tho Dominion and tho Iin 
porial Governments until the proper mea 
euros are taken to eatabliah the line of de 
maroatioo as defined in the Convention of 
1825.

When they 
were here we loved them, admired them

■trength. Now that they have paaaed away 
the memory of their aotiona, the memory of 
the work they did and the prinoiplea they 
elnoidated are here to help ns even as 
■trongly aa when they were with na in the 
body. (Applaaae.) If the Liberal party 
thinka that in the contest whioh is soon to 
come, they are going to have things thoir 
own and easy way booduae wo have lost 
aonio of onr strong men, they arc mightily 
mistaken. (Renewed upplauao. ) The prin- 
oiplea of tho party remain, and, thank 
heaven, they have suffered no ohanj^o.

question for levol-lieaded and iutolligont 
olootors in the Dominion of Canada. Do 
not lot ua forget tho teaohiogi) of hiatory. 
Wo are a fairly busy people iu Canada, and 
as event! auooeeda event and day follows day 
wo h>^vo 60 niaoh to take up tho time each 
hoar that we are apt to forget what hap- 
pened only a little whilo ago. It la unsafe 
to do that;. We live in a atato in which 
there are throe great divisions of time, tho 
past, the present and future, and each 
should have its proper division and weight. 
He is not a wise man, and it is noli & wise 
nation, that forgets or attempts to separate 
them from the teachings and leasone of the 
paabj for on the way in whioh they are 
taken depends not only tho auccesa of the 
future, but also to a largo extent the guoceas 
of the preaent. Do nob let ua forget on this 
qneatlon what manner cf men and what 
manner of polioy you are asked to anbati- 
tnte for the preaent state of things ; do not 
forget the hiatory of the past five, six or 
seven years. I want to call to yoar minds 
a few points in the

of the laab ten years of tho Liberal party. 
From 187-1 to 1879 they praotiaed free trade 
in principle and a revenue polioy in praoCice 
to their heart's content and the country has 
nob forgotten exactly what happened. In 
1879 they continued to he free traders in 
principle and anti-protectioniate in practioo. 
No matter what the club that would boat 
the protection doctrine and theory, they 
used lb, and they carried on the fight. They 
loat before the great oonvention of the peo- 
ple in 1878, and again hi 1882. In 1887 
they again went betore the aame great con- 
vention, with a leader stronger far than any 
they have had since ; they went with Edward 
Blake at their head, a man of gigantic intel- 
leob, and a man of great etrength and power 
of mind. Whether he were completely 
praolicable in all respects may be disousaed ; 
bub in one he was, and he abowed it in 1887, 
for when he brought bla party up to the 
time just prior to the elections, ho cald, in 
one cf his speeches, that protection had boon 
in vogue from 1878 to 1887 j that under it 
vested Interests had grown up ; that under 
the expenditures nooesaary for tho country 
largo taxes were to bo raised, and ho ven- 
tured to toll the people of Canada that so 
fur as be and his party wore concerned they 
could not hope to materially alter that atato 
of things, and ho pledged himaelf and party 
that they would not materially alter tho 
e:)atua quo, with the single exception of the 
duties upon coal and corn. Upon all else 
manufacturers need huvo nothing to fear 
from himself and party getting into power, 
Aa a ohief dominant over a party, bat a 
little anapicious of aome of them, he thought 
it waa nccussary to say that 

KIIKK TltADK WAS I'.E.MOVKD 

from tho domain of priicdcal politics. He 
also said : ' Moat surely no principle laid 
dov/n by ine ua leader ahall ba violated whilo 
I retain rny post. There la, I believe, a 
general concurrence of opinion between us, 
including Sir Richard CarCwrlglit.' There 
waa a dialinct pledge made by tho acknowl- 
edged leader of a great party upon certain 
detinito linea. That party weub to tho 
electorate in 1887, and thoy wore beaten, 
not beoauao tho people did .lot like tho man- 
ner cf the pledge Edward I'.lako gave, but 
thoy reasoned that this parly and this man 
have been continually against tho National 
Policy, and if thoy are not going to 
materially change it, we might just 
as well, and a little better, keep in thoio 
who have always been our friends than put 
in new-found friends, but erstwhile enemies. 
What happened ? Xhe eleetlons had not 
fairly cooled off before Sir Richard Cart- 
wright and those under him coolly repudi- 
ated Blake's pledge to the people of Canada 
and went looking for strange gods. They 
went to a foreign country, whioh we migbi 
call the land oH the Philistines, and thoy 
found a molten calf which had been put in 
order by a culebrated Mr, Wimau, and thoy 
fell down and worshipped it, and aald, 
' Tbeao bo the gods, oh ! Iiraol,' (Loud 
laughter,) Then begun a confusion whioh 
wtta graator than that whioh foil upon tho 
old world inhuhitunto and resulted in the 
fall of tho Tower of ISibel. (Renewed 
laughter.) For Gvo years they eoarohod, 
they wound in and wound out;, they reason- 
ed and (luarrelled, they asserted and denied, 
and they went round and about amongct 
commercial union and continental free trade 
and

without, seemingly, a glimmer In their own 
minds wblthec either would lead them, and 
without any union or agreement, save In 
length of time, upon any one move. It was 
a period of great activity. Win-an was very 
abtive in the United States, and Canada aa 
well. With one band npon the relna at 
Waahiagton and the other upon the leaders 
of the Liberal party In Canada, he ahook 
them np to his heart's content, and framed 
TSBolntlcns on Ihia aldo and on tho other. 
Liughter). Mr. Farrer became very aa- 



tiva and consented, aa the editor of the 
dlobe and a man in tho councils of tho Lib- 
eral party ,'to fnrnleh the thunder for peo- 
ple In a foreign oountiy on one band and to 
fnrniah it for the Liberal party in this coun- 
try on the other.^ So the battle went mer- 
rily on, until Mr. Laurler has asserted that 
ther^ were to be no onstom houses between 
the two oonntriea under his policy, and a 
few months later he asserted that there 
maat be custom houaes. It eventually oanio 
to this, that the atrong and trnated and 
clear-headed loader of former times, think- 
ing it all over, came to the oonolnalon that 
he must paas out of the ranks of his party 
and of politloal life in Canada, and. he left 
them just before 1801 with that wonderful 
valedCotory, the olnsInK worda of which 
were : ** Having to sail under falae colors, 
and averse to train hoatile guna upon the 
comrades of a former day, I make my do- 
miaaion to the party and 

PASS OUT KKOM THB PCBUO UFB OF 
OANADAi 

(Loud applause.) The elections cf 1891 
came and pasa^ed, and when the votea wore 
counted np, and eapeoially when the bye- 
election vote's were counted a little later, it 
was fonnd that the three fads had received 
the earnest condemnation of the electorate 
of Canada, and in their hearts numbers of 
loyal Liberals, from Uapo Breton to Van- 
couver, wore pleased that the fads had boon 
condemned- But the elections of 1891 had 
not passed more than a month or two be- 
fore Mr, Laurler, beaten, but atill uncon- 
vinced, with that atrunge medley cf the 
confusion of Babel atill whirling around the 
top of his head, renewed his ilirtation with 
Boston and Now York. Ho went and 
asked them to give him n algn by which ho 
was to ooE(|uer, to fix him up an oleotorato 
by whoen votea ho should win and curry 
favcr. He comnienoed to berate tho 
policy of tho government of Canada, and to 
find congratulatory thinga to say to tho 
people io the south of us, going 
so far at; St. Thomas as to declare 
that the illiberal conduct and tho bad faith 
of the government of Canada was 
tho reason why Grovor Cleveland in- 
troduced his anti-intercourse bill and 
threatened ua with a diro and fatal proceed- 
ing from that aide of the line, all of whioh 
waa duly ohronloled when Mr. Liurler went 
to Bnatoo, and ic formed tho headlinoa of 
tho Boston papers. When ho wont ihoro ho 
had nothing better to aay of Great Britain 
and Canada than that tho aotion of Canada 
during the American civil war was on aotion 
at which the civilized world should be hor- 
rified. As a matter of fact, all English peo- 
ple, nay, even the British government, act 
ed in unison and approved of every act 
done by tho Canadian government, and the 
American government Itself sent ' 

TirA.VKS TO CA>ADA, 

through tho British government, for tho 
kindly and neighborly way it acted during 
that same civil war. (Applaute ) He pro- 
mised the people of the United States in 
1891 that he would give them a free markot 
into Canada, if they would do the same, 
and said ao many ungracioua things of 
Canada, and ao many impoaaible tbings 
consistent with its standing as an in- 
dependent country, that Sir Oliver 
Mowat got his back up, stood to his guns 
and wrote a loyal letter to Alexander 
Mackenzie, recalling the Liberal elector 
ate back to their duty and declaring 
that unrestricted reciprocity was not to 
ho bought up at the oost cf freedom, and 
that it was essential they should keep their 
reputation for loyalty to Canada and to 
Great Britain. (Applause.) Supervening 
upon that oamo tho convention of the 
Liborala in 1893, and things wore put some- 
what more nearly upon the line of the newer 
and more loyal policy. I ask you to think 
with me for n moment or two what is the 
polioy of tho Liberal party now, as shown in 
the commandments — (laughter) — the resolu- 
tlooB of tho convention of '93, and as shown 
by the preacher of those commandments, 
Mr. Laurier. We may draw concluaiona 
from all thoao wanderings and ahiftings in 
the past ; but: the thing la, what do they 
propoBO now ? The first thing thoy aak us 
to adopt is the complete elimination of pro- 
teotlon from the tarifT of tho country. I 
might weary you by reading tho statements 
thaD are given as to that policy ; bat I think 
It of so much Importance that I know you 
will not find fault with me if I read some 
extracts, ao aa to show, without doubt, that 
they are nob simply my assertions, but aro 
really tho 

STATEMENTS OK THE LIIiEUAI, PARTY 

and that thoy are the policy of the Liberal 
party. At Waterloo Mr. Laurier said : 
' I aay that nob a cent should bo collected 
beyond what ia required to meet tho 
country's neceasitiea. We will tax for 
revenue, but not ono cent for protection. 
When wo aro in power wo will relievo tho 
people of prot^ection, whioh ia a fraud, u 
delusion and a robbery.' Is that anliiciently 
atrong ? That la the utterance of the leader 
of the Liberal party atanding on the plat- 
form of 1893. At Winnipeg, in 1894, he 
aald : ' I oome before you to-night to 
preach to you the new goapel of freedom of 
trade. I denounce to yon the polioy of pro- 
tection as bondage, and I refer to bondage 
the seme manner in which American 
slavery waa bondage. Sir, our policy ia 
fretdom of trade such aa oxiata in England, 
such aa ia practised in Great Briti.in.' In 
county cf Peel ho said : ' I propose wo 
should follow ICoglund'a example and open 
our ports to tho produota of tho world.' 
At Montreal, in his lato speech, ho 8;tid ; 
' I huvo told you that our object la to huvo a 
ouatoiiis tariir for revenue only. Upon tho 
question cf protection there can ho no com- 
promi'io. \Vo stand hero against protection 
and in favor of a customs tarilf bi.aod upon 
tho principles of revonuo and nothing else. 
The syatom of protection has been the bane 
and curse cf Canada. Tho 



I.inERAI. FARTr BEUEVKS IN FRRE TRADE 
on the broad lines that exist In Great 
Britain, I may bo aakod : " Do you pro- 
tend that if wo wore to aboliah thu eyatem 
of protection that our manufuoturora can 
live in the city of Montreal ? I certainly 
do pretend it." It will bo noted that Sir 
Richard Cartwrlght waa nob present in 
Montreal this year ; but he wau there last 
your with Mr. Laurier, unb I (juoto just-, ono 
aentcnoo from his apeech. He uaid : " Thoro 
ia no Canadian manufacturer who need bo 
afraid to fuco tho competition of tlio world. 
Our policy ia death to protection!'' After 
his Montreal apeech, whoro the louder 
oxpoEod his polioy, tho Toronto Globo 
said : " Mr, Laurier presented to hia 
enthu-iaatic auditora in Montreal the 
principles that the tarill" should bo so re- 
vised that every ceno the citizen pays in 
taxon should go into tho public treaeury 
for public purposes." So much with rofer- 
enco to tho statements aa to tho one branoh 
of tho aubjeot. It ia neceaaary for ua to be 
explicit on that. Tho misb of worda with 
which he aurrounds his prinoiples Is so great 
and BO dense that it requires the moat care- 
ful picking out and analysis in order to got 
clearly at what are tho real pointa and prin- 
oiplea of his programme. The statements I 
have quoted ahow, I think, clearly what 
thcao principlea are. No principle of pro- 
tootion ia to bo embodied. Protection is a 
fraud, a robbery and a slavery worao than 
Amcrioan bondage ; lb is tho curse of 
Canada, the bano of Canada, or, aa Davios, 
of Prince Edward Island, says, "It is a

There ia no inconsistency in the statements 
I have read. See how well they dovetail to 
gether. One is, we are going to havo free 
trade as in England, and tho other is, there 
is Io be no protcotion iu tho tariff we will 
propose if we como into power. You get 
about as far away from protection iu tariff 
as lb is in Grout Britain, Free trado aa it ia 
in liiDglaud uiul uu protection in the tariff of 
Canada means that thia country propoaoa to 
join cbe only nation of tho world which hae 
free trade, and to fight in her young, un- 
armored and defenoeloaa poaition tho whole 
world, outside Great Britain, and the com- 
petition of Groat Britain aa well. It Is a 
very brave tbiog to aay, but a very mad 
thing to do. Let me speak to the farmers. 
Put in Mr. Laurier, get free trade aa It ia In 
England, aweep the proteotion away, and 
every product the farmers ralae has no pro- 
teotion against the eomnetltion of 
the world. The beef of Chicago and 
the pork of the grrat West can 
come Into thia country without 1st or bin- 
djunce, and establish depots In every looal- 
ity, as in the Eastern atatea. Every agri- 
cultural product can come Into thia country, 
find out your local markets, search out your 
weak points, and the States, v;lti\ its im- 
mense eurpluB, can drivo you little by little 
out of your home markota. And what bone- 
fit) will you get in return ? (Applause). 
Free trado ua it ia in Eogland put down 
hero won't open up lha United States to a 
Bingle urticlo of your produce. Vou will be 
met with u tux on your eggs, pork, bacon, 
better, coal, horsea and everything that you 
propose to aoll in tho United Statea, You 
will open your country and your products 
to tho competition of a people alongside of 
you, a people who luat yoar exported in 
agricultural products a Burplua of 5.395,000,- 
OUO to Great Britain. You won't get a 
single advantage or opening in the marketa 
of Kagland. That ia 

THE I'OSITIO.V OK AGRICULTURE. 

Lot US usk what iuduatrlul life in thia coun- 
try baa to gain. Every man who haa had 
to do with induatrial life in this country for 
tho luat fifteen or twenty years knows what 
I moan when I speak of evor-inureuaing 
competition in all the gradea of fabrics that 
our induBtriea mako and give to the people 
for consumption. There never was a period 
in the history of the world when values 
havo been ao low and competition so keen, 
when all the shifts and devices of ingenuity 
and mechanism are pub to tho tost to pro- 
duce goods in one country cheaper than an- 
other, and they are always cheaper whoro 
there is tho largest capital, the most skill 
and tho moat experience ; yet against all 
this, with an advantage of a moderate pro- 
tective tariff, what has been the induatrial 
progreaa In onr country ? It haa been great, 
as shown to you by your own experience. 
By the census return, which gather np 
tbe statistics and mass thom together, It has 
been a period cf noted advance ; but you 
have struggled for every position yon have 
gained, and you have had to fight in order 
to maintain it. Yet to-day they aak yon to 
take every vestige of proteotion out of tbe 
tariff, put youraelvea on the basis of froo 
trado as it is in England, and open your fac 
tories, industries and wage-earners to tho 
competition of every nation on the face of 
the oarth. And what do you get in return ? 
You don't get a single iota of advantage 
upon any market in tho world. (Applause ) 
Where can you take your goods free now ? 
To Great Britain, and nowhere else on the 
face of the globo. Take every vostico of 
proteotion out of your tariff, and you can 
only take goods freo to Great Britain. Whac 
will happen will bo that Groat Britain and 
every other manufacturing country on the 
face of tho earth can como into your mar- 
kets without lot or hindrance, and compote 
with you, yon having 

NO ADVANTAOE OF TARIFF 
for the disadvantages yon have In other re- 
spects. Mr. Faterson geta np with that 
voioe of power, of whioh Montreal papers 
made ao much, who made tho welkin ring, 
and says that a Canadian is just us good as 
any other nationality, bo ho a manufacturer 
or nob. No one diaputos it ; but I aak you 
ia it fair to take the position that freo trade 
and tho elimination of protection from the 
tariff would put the country in a better 
poaition, when it would place Canada against 
all the nations of tho earth In a contest 
whoro she absolutely gains nothing as far as 
their tariffs und markota are concerned, and 
opena herself to the free intercourse of the 
gooda and wares of every other country in 
tho world ? Theae are pointa to be thought 
out. Take your cotton and woollen 
goods. If thia party comea into power 
and thia polioy ia adopted, tho woollen 
gooda of Ijolgium, of France, of Groat 
iJritain and of tho United Statea, tho lat- 
ter of which has now taken Its duty off 
wooUena, and consequently will manufac- 
ture aa cheaply aa any other oonotry, what 
will happen to the woollen Industries of thia 
country? A young country like Canada is 
under a diaadvantage with old manufuctur- 
iag countries. Yon oannot get your capital 
here as In Oreat Britain, nor your coal, nor 
your machinery ; you have not the strong 
home markota that the British manufacturer 
haa aa tho basis of hIa work. Take Belgium, 
Holland or Grout Britain, and their marketa 
uro iu a Btcno's throw of their manufactories. 
Do you propose to strip youraelvea of every 
vantage ground and open up tho industrial 
lifo of this country to oompotition from 
ovcry other manufacturing country of tho 
world without u ain^^lo bit of arniur to de- 
fend you, whilo ovory other country of tho 
world has triple built armor ugainut your 
niunufucturera and warea, with tho excep- 
tion of Great iiritain 'i That is

how do you propoao to get better prices for 
the products of your farms I When Sir 
Richard says that free trade would add $10 
to tho value of every horse, $4 to the voluo 
of every pig, §20 to every cow, uud so much 
to every acre of land. It is a bigh-aoundiog 
thing ; but bring lb down to your own 
analysis as farmers, and ia It not moon- 
abine ? It la worse ; lb la deception. XhSro 
Is not a ahadow of truth In an assertion of 
that kind. (AppUuae.) The leccnd diffi- 
culty with Mr. Lanrier'u polioy ia, If you 
have free trade as it la In Great Britain, and 
take away a protective tariff, you have still 
to raise your revenue, and I defy anyone 
to go Into power at Ottawa and 
run tbe affairs of the oonntry as 
they must be mo nnlesa on a taxation, 
or Impost or revenue of $36,000,000 a 
year. We have spent dnriog the last 
five or six years from $36,000,000 to $38,- 
000,000 a year. Give thom tho margin, 
and aak them to take the figure of $36,000,- 
000 ; they can take no less. How are they 
going to rolao it ? What can they ralae 
taxation upon 1 They can raiso a portion 
on li(iuora and tobaccos ; but thoy oannot 
raise $,500,000 more upon them than wo raise 
now, bocauao thoy are taxed to the highest 
point, and a higher tuxatiou would bring 
ieea money, because it would bo an incentive 
to smuggling- You can got $10,000,000 
from thom, and it ia every cent you can gel. 
Tho oarn'nga of thia country uro JS, 000, 000 
Suppose that out of things not grown or 
mude in thia country, foreign gooda of lux- 
ury, tea and cofToo, etc., you can raiao $■!,- 
000,000 more, and that is tho outaide, you 
still havo §1-1,000,000 moro to raise. How 
aro you going to raise it? Under the prin- 
ciples of froo trade, as in England, there ia

to ralae lb excepb by a direob tax of aome 
kind or another taken from the body of the 
peoplo ; and in direot taxation it invariably 
happena that the poor man pays tho largest 
sharo- But thia country is not ready tor 
direob taxation. Edward Blake thought it 
out in 1887, and he did not think that it 
>vould be soluble in his day. Neither do 
the peoplo of Canada believe that it is solu- 
ble, and they do not propose to have a 
direob tax, and their Induatrlea swept away 
in competition with every other oonntry io 
the world, and no advantage In any market. 
Mr. Laniler cannot put a tax on woollsns. 
If he taxes them 25 per cent, he favors one 
class. He oannot pub 20 per cenb. on 
cottons without aiding " the pampered 
monopoiiat," and he oannob pub 10 per cent. 
9n sugar without aiding the monopoiiat. He 
cannot lay a tax on anything produced or 
made np here from raw material brought 
from another country without aiding the 
monopolist. So that it ia impossible, if he 
ia true to hia wordj tliat proteotion ia a rob- 
bery, for him to put a revenue tariff on it In 
a proteotivo way and get Impoata from oot- 
tona, woolona, sugars ond the like, except on 
ono condition. Ho can pub 20 per cent, up- 
on oottona coming into thia country, and an 
exactly equivalent excise duty upou the man 
who makeo thom, so that there will not be a 
bit of proteotion ; but he raises just by that 
much tho oost of these ortlcica to tho oon- 
sumcra of tho country. He ia cut off on 
either side, if ho takes the poaition he ia go 
iug to take, of re'moving every vestige of 
protection out of the tariff. But Mr, 
Laurier haa something olae ; yon would not 
think it. (Laughter.) Having once 
blundered into conaiatency, you would 
think he would,be bright enough to stay 
there for a little while. Many of you know 
that

reciprocity. He has been conrtiog that 
tlimo of his from 1888, I havo an extract 
from ono of his speeches, and it is to the 
effect thtt when the Liberal party comes into 
power it will send commiBslonera to Waih 
iugton to propose a mutual agreement! by 
which there will be freo trodo along tho 
whole lino, doing away with the rostriotiona 
and removing tho cuatom houaes, which aro 
a cause of friction between tho two coun- 
tries. Tho very moment ho has formed hin 
cabinet ho aonda two of hia men to Wash 
ington und says : " Como now, ait down 
with mo and let ua mako a reciprocity 
treaty.

What would Uncle Sim say 
Ho would eay : " I am a reading and a 
thinking man. I know exactly the polioy 
upon which you ara olcctcil, and that 
policy ia froo trado aa it ia in England. 

Bring 
in free trade, and I can get what I want 
witbonb giving yon anythiog." (Applause.)

bushels of produce last year, where ton 
years before Boaroely'a tithe of It was there. 
Every million' dollors expended in canals has 
rendered lb pbssible for freight to bo carried 
much cheaper. Whoit doea-tbat mean ? It 
cives the farmer a better chance in hia 
markets and in his approaches. Goods 
go both ways, and they go cheaper. Every 
mile of railway thob io lubaidized 
and opens up any part of this country does 
two thinga : ib brings resources that were 
previously useless into tho markets of tho 
country and makes it njuch cheaper to carry 
tho things.

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SUNDAY 0BSEE7ANCB. 

To THE Editob: — The importance of the 
Sunday liy-law now baforo lha legislature 
deeecvoa a groat deal more attcDtion from 
the publlo than it reoeivea. The "bill" 
affeots the frholo province without any re- 
gard Tc ita nnBuitablenoaa to tho varinua 
portiono thereof. Ibo bill ia a provincial 
one, or if it unhappily becomes an uot it 
will have the same authority, and no more, 
than any other law on the statute book. 
The very objeotionable and insidious section 
ia the following : " A Sunday ahkll be con- 
aldered a day of rest, and no oidiRury worli 
ahall be permitted ezoopb upon occasion of 
reasonable neoesaity." This soo inn nsserte 
that Sunday shall bo considered a day of 
roBt. Hero, then, the Icgialatnro booomes a 
modern arbitrary Moaea, mailing a law to 
govurn the provluoa iu tho future, and it 
will be obaerved that the aeotion quoted ia 
really the command of Mcses with cbo holl- 
neaa of the day, for very c;ood reasonr, omitted 
— as likewise the preamble t« ihe bill. 
It wUI thna be seen that the by-law covertly 
and inaidionsly vlrtaally enaota the law of 
Mosea. 1% U a snake in the grata. Moses' 
law may have boon very good in his day and 
for bis ov!B purposes, but times and oondi- 
tiona bave altered. It is impoaaiblo to ap- 
ply it in tbeae days. 

If the bill ahould paaa, juatioss of the 
peaoe and magiatrates who have to adjudl- 
oata on what may be " oooaaion of reason- 
able neoessily," whilst they hiva no prece- 
dents to govern them and no explanation or 
interpretation in the bill itsolf, will, acoord- 
in(j to thoir education or proolivltios, natur- 
ally rovort to tho lnw of Moaca or to 
tho nna;.;iBtratea' own idoae— no law 
at all. Moot asouredly if this 
bill nhould buaomo law infornicra will bo 
found to moke endlcBa and wido-roachinf; 
trouble, Yot there arc Bomo pooplo who eny 
the law ia a furoc, usolasa — an inipoasibiUry, 
and will barjorno a duftd latter ou tho atututo 
book. If uaoloBQ aud a dead letter why put 
it there at all ? Tho lnoh ia it; will not bo a 
dead letter, but under it all travel on Sue- 
day, whether by railway, tram o*r, Btcam- 
boata, or any other oonvt-yanoo muy ho put 
a atop to, ca it will ha illugal for unyoiio to 
do any ordinary work ou Sunday ajvo 
doctor."!, druygiata, parsons and (iabnior;i,'ern. 

Under normal conditions! tho Icgiblaturo 
has no right to iutorforo with tho liberty 
and freedom of the publio, Anvone to-day 
may worahip his Ood without interforonoe, 
but he has no right to debar others from 
taking their own independent oourao on 
Sunday, or iuJeod any other day, piovided, 
of oourae, it bo not in any way Iruasonablo. 
Indeed, it will bo found that very many 
rellgioua people uae part of Sunday for moral 
and mild recreation, and would resent intor- 
ferenoa with their rights and freedom. 

Admitting that rest on one day — Sunday 
or any other — la beneficial to the health 
and welfare of the people, and this uhlmes 
In witb general nsage and aoientifio deduo- 
tiona, will this by-Taw aid the pubiia in ob- 
taining this grand deaidoratum H The 
answer is, No ; because by preventing travel 
It) deprives tho publio of the very means of 
obtaining fresh air, obasge of aoene and of 
mental and physical oonditlons. By what 
right or with what objeob, then, does the 
legialatura prevent the pnblio from obtain- 
ing health and entertainment on Sunday? It 
has not only no ritjht, but oommita a grlev- 
ons wrong. 

The only ground for a day of roat — Sun- 
day or any other — ia that it is conducive to 
the health and welfare of the community ; a 
day for recuperation from the labors of the 
preceding six. How thoy should rest is 
another matter, for rest to one man may be 
work and worse to another, All those of a 
roligioua brain may believe this to he best 
acquired by devotional exerolsea. They can 
enjoy their opinion and practloo attending 
to the instruction of their teacheis. No one 
will oppose this ; but at the samo time no 
religionisti of any denomination should pre- 
vent others of a diflFerent creid, dogma, or 
opinion from taking rest in a different 
manner — taking it for the benefit as well of 
their religious instlnots as thoIr bodily 
health in combination. The power that 
rules tho universe ii not confined to any one 
spot, but rules everywhere, and Its presence 
will be felt perhaps more in its observed 
works in the country than in cities. Man 
■feels very amall in the forest, and awe cornea 
over him when he thinks of the awful, all- 
ruling power that ciused these and him. 
Does the proposed Sunday hy>law admit of 
tbia adoratipn on Sunday? No, It prevents 
travel by sea or by land. 

Take a man who has had brain work in a 
dingy office all the week. His brain re- 
quires rest, and in this case rest means 
something that will remove the brain ezur- 
tion by giving eome change agreeable to it. 
It may be some mild, bsncfioial out of door 
occupation, or fresh air and exoroiso, or to 
see some friend, or even to go to aocne 
church in tho country. Dooa this proposed 
Sunday bill admit this ? No. Thert foro 
it ia a bill inflicting injury by preventing 
him and othora obtaiolng a reatorative. 
Take again a man who has hod much pbyei- 
Cil exertion for the provioua six days, Ho 
wauta a "rest" to recuperate hia muaculiir 
force and conveniently Sunday ia sot usido 
for tho purpose. Inthiacasothomaninay wish 
to do a little gardening to aupuly himself 
with vegetables or to please his eyo with 
Ibwors or small fruits, or to visit distant 
friends in the uountry, D?es tho proposed 
bill allow this ? No. Tho !uan must not 
do any work on Sunday, because the pro- 
posed law forbida this as well us prevents 
travel, to hia injury and perhaps to his re- 
viling tho spirit that pervadoa the law. 
Bath these men may be moral and 
■even religions in a true sense. 
A man on Sunday, more particularly when 
pottering abont the garden, will observe 
the wonders of a rnling power, and when 
removing weeds he will ponder why so- 
.oalled good and evil abonld exist through- 
out all creation — why one should always he 
striving to overoome the other ; why the 
chick weed should destroy other plants, and 
they in turn malce room for others. There 
is very much "evil" in this bill and only 
infjnitoBimal "good." 

Men have to get a living, and so In many 
caooa must work on Sunday — taking a mat 
peThops on some other day. Then, slcam- 
boata, railways and so forth must csrry H. 
M. mails on Sunday. Why ? For tho ben- 
efit and welfare of H. M. subjeots, tho pub- 
lio in eencral. Is carrying a letter for H. 
M snbjfots of more importance than their 
health and welfare in other respects ? 
Some men, aye, and women too, must work 
for tho good of tho publio in gouoral. Does 
this bill aim at keeping the publio in health ? 
No ! True, druggists, doctors aud fi»b- 
mongers are allowed to follow their oalllngi 
but fresh air and sanitary oondlcion will 
do more for the health and welfare of the 
people than drngs ; bnt by the bill these 
essontials are prohibited. It would seem 
that someone of austere tendencies Is try- 
ing to make an arbitrary Sunday law ; but 
the days of Moses have passed away. If an 
attempt be made to force a dogmatio reli- 
gion on tho multitude they will rebel and 
do tho religious onuso harm. 

It is baneful to attempt to mako a Sunday 
law on the old baBis. Now-a-ilaya there 
muBt bu liberty of cousciunoo and freedom 
of action. No one parly oan bo allowed to 
deprive the other of thoao. Tho only basis 
for a Snndiy law ia one, viz , tho improve- 
meat of the health and welfare of the mnlti-

No one 
will prevent them ; but the freedom of all 
must bo maintained. Does the bill allow 
this 1 Kead this seotion of tho bill : " A 
Sunday shall be considered a day of rest, 
and no ordinary work shall be permitted 
ezoept upon oooation of reasonable neoes- 
sity."

JAPANESE TBADE. 

Inimense Strides In Uannfactorlng Indnatry 
—A Great Exporting Country. 

Tacoma, Fob. IG. -Frank B. Woodruff, 
president of tho PaoiQo Commorolal Com- 
pany, returned to-day from Japan, where 
he haa been for the past seven weeks, tra- 
veling In the interests of hla house, In an 
Interview to.night he said : 

" I firmly believe from my observations 
that within five years Japan will be the 
greatest exporting country in the world. 
Manufactured gcods they havo heretofore 
been purohaalng in France, England, 
Germany and the United States they 
are now making every endeavor to imitate, 
and are meeting with groat eucoees. Instead 
of the countries named sending goods to 
Japan, they will be purchasing from that 
country, booause of the cheapness of labor 
there. Manufactured articles of every con- 
ceivable sort are being taken apart by the 
Japanese, patterns made and attempts made 
to imitate them, 

" At present tho Japonoae are much Inter- 
ested in the manufacture of flour, as now 
they are obliged to purchase hero. The 
result will be the demand for onr wheat will 
Increase, bnt the demand for flonr In Japan 
will fall oS."
